A LIGHT IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Use One of the Spark Plugs When You 
Have No Matches. 

Did you ever tvhile anaking an auto- 
tnobile tour find yourself on a lonely 
country road, perbaps miles from the 
hearest house, and suddenly discover 
that you had no watches? If you 
were anxious to light the lamps or eu- 
ger for’ a smoke such a discovery 
would not prove at all conducive tu 
the smoothness of your temper. 

‘There is a simple way in which any 
one nay secure a light without the nid 
of matches. You may be anxious for 
u smoke or it may be getting dark and 
you want to light your Jamp, but in 
nny event you can secure the neces- 
bury Nght if you will follow these di- 
rections: 

Unscrew one of the spark plugs ‘and 
let it lie on the cylinder bead. Wrap a 
small wisp of waste around the end of 
any small stick of wood or jf there is 
none handy wrap it around the end of 
a screwdriver or any other tool. Dip 
the waste in the gasgline until it is 
thoroughly soaked. Of course you 
shonld-havye only a yery swall piece of 
waste; otherwise the blaze will be too 
big for you tv handle. After dipping 
this in the gasoliue lay it close tu the 
spark plug and turn the engine over un- 
til this plug sparks. ‘This will ignite 
the waste and you will have a little 
torch sufficient for lighting your lamp. 
Even !f there is a heavy rain or snow, 
you can secure a light in this manner 
suflicient for your needs.—Detroit Free 
Press.

Our yard! represents another un- 
Buccessful attempt to find a satisfac- 
tory unit in nature. Im the twelfth 
century, Henry I. @ecreed that the 
yard should be the distance from 
the end of his nose to the end of his 
thumb;>we are not certuin,;- however 
in what position he held his arm, and 
head when the measurements were 
taken, He went so far as to have 
& metal bar of the .proper length 
made; and then copies were pre- 
pared, stamped, and declared to ve 
royal measures, 

he earliest yardstick now in ‘ex- 
istencé was prepared near the end 
of the fifteenth century in the reign 
of Henry VII. . This etick, made of 
bronze, measures’ 35.924 of our mod- 
ern inches in length, and was used 
as the English standara ‘until 1588. . 

The new British standard of 1588, 
Was called the Winchester yard. ‘ It 
was made of brass, and remained the 
legal standard until 1826, The bar 
is in existence to-day, and’ offers 
ample evidence of the truth of the 
Teport made by a commissioner who 
examined it im 1742: "A kitchen 
poker, filled at both ends, would 
make as good a standard. It bas 
been broken, and repaired so clum- 
sily that the joint is nearly as loose 
as that of a pair of tongs.” Never- 
theless the officials worried with it 
until 1826,.for the simple reason 
that they could not agree upon a 
new standard, 

The belief became common in’ the 
eighteenth century that such perish- 
able things as the king’s arm made 
Unsuitable standards; but it ‘whe 
thought that a unit in nature might 
be found in the pendulum. Therefore 
& committee of Parliament, in 1760, 
caused: John Bird to prepare a stan- 
dard of measure based upon the sec- 
onds' pendulum. This standard, 
which measured 86.00002 of our 
inches, was not adopted for more 
than sixty years, Finally, in 1824, it 
was provided that Bird’s yard 
should become the legal standard on 
the first day of January, 1825. 

The British bad not yet learned, 
however, that accurate standards are 
hard to make, and that, once made, 
they are worth careful attention. In 
the great London fire of 1834 >the 


*|\pewly adopted standard was so bad- 


ly damaged that it seemed warth- 
less, Moreover, it soon disappeared 
completely, and was not found until 
1891. No copies had been made, 
and we were again without an accur- 
ate measurement-of the yard 

Bird had left directions Yor re- 
placing the standard, if it should 
ever be lost, but different scientists 
following these directions produced 
sticks varying widely in Jength. 
Therefore a new standard was pre- 
pared, as nearly like the old as-pes 
sible’ In 1855, Parllament adopted 
the standard yard that remains to 
this day in England. lt is provided 
that ‘‘The straight line or ‘distance 
between the centres of the transverse 
lines in the two gold plugs in the 
bronze bar deposited in the office of 
the Exchequer shall be the genuine 
standard yard of 62 degrees 1%.” -Ac-

pounds of foreign grown tobacco, most}

"I hesitate to state truly what I 


‘saw of the wounded in the Balkan 


war,’’ writes Noel Buxton, M.P., in 
an English publication. ‘We dislike 
horrors and we dislike the people who 
have a taste for them. The ugly facts 
in norma! life we agree not to speak 
of.” 

But to Mr, Buxton the time has 
come to tell just what war means to 
the human beings whom we disguise 
and forget under the name of ‘‘sol- 
dier’ or ‘army.”’ With his own eyes 


Mr. Buxton has seen tho horror of , 


the Balkan war and these are some of 
the things he saw: 


“Many who fell where the Turks | 


afterwards advanced were mutilated, 
almost always, happily, in such a way 
that life could only last two, or three 
hours. 

“The majority of infantrymen were 
hit in the left arm or hand, as it was 
lifted for firing. Sharpnel balls (com- 
ing from above the troops as they 
knelt or lay) struck the shoulders, 
back and legs. We saw many men 
pierced through the lungs, An ofm- 


cer rode six miles shot just below the | 


heart. 

‘They are terrified of losing a limb. 
I heard one man say to the doctor 
who was preparing to take off his 
gangrenous arm, ‘Please kill me rath- 


er than take off my arm. If I can’t)
